Kouth. of the Forty-first Illinois, who 
resided for years in St. Paul, where 
he died in 1886.

Masked Murderers. 
The quiet and orderly little town of 
Two Harbors has been lately schocked 
by a brutal and murderous attack 
which was made up on one of its lead­ 
ing citizens, Mr. John Kin&ella. by a 
band of masked murderers. 
The last 
issue of the Two Harbors Iron Port, 
says the Daluth Tribune, gives a full 
account of the terrible outrage which, 
to say the least, is a disgrace to the 
state of Minnesota and a blot on 
civilization and humanity. 
Not satis­ 
fied with their murderous attack and 
brutal treatment of Mr. Kinsella, 
these masked murderers and Minne­ 
sota white cap s wrote a letter to Mr. 
A. DeLacy Wood, editor of the Iron 
Port, threatening him with death 
should he dare to p ublish the p articu­ 
lars of the outrage. 


As lo Clay Pip e« . 
“It is p op ularly believed that all 
clay p ip es are either made in Europ e 
or from clay brought from the other 
hemisp here, but such is not the case, 
as a very large share of the clay p ip es 
made in America are from clay found 
at and near Woodbndge, N. J. The 
clay comes by the carload and the first 
step toward p rej» ariog it for mould­ 
ing is to sufficiently damp en it with 
water to make it p liable. 
This is done 
by p lacing it in a tank where it soaks 
for ;il» out 24 hours. 
It is then ham­ 
mered with iron bars, thus ridding it 
of any lump s or dry chunks. 
Then 
the moulding begins, the workman 
taking a lump of clay m each hand 
and by squeezing and rolling it molds 
the p ieces into a rough stem about 
three times as large as the finished 
p ip e stem, having a rough ball at its 
end. These rolls, as thsy are called, 
are p iled on wooden trays, 16 to each 
tray, after which they are dried either 
by the sun or by artificial means, ac­ 
cording to the weather. 
After having 
been dried, not to hardness, but 
sufficiently to disp ose of all sup erfiuous 
damp ness, the rolls are ready to bave 
the stem drilled and the bowl formed. 
To drill the 6tem the workman holds 
a small iron rod the size of the stem 
holds, and with his left hand p ulls 
the clay roll over the rod instead of 
shoving the rod through the stem. 
To do this the workman is guided 
solely by the sen« » of touch ia his 
finger tip s, and that sense is so sc­ 
emate that the hole is invariably made 
correctly. 
The ball at the end of the 
roll is turned up and the roll and rod 
are p laced in an iron matrix which 
p resses the p liable clay into the de­ 
sired outside p attern. 
The matrix 
and its contents are p laced in a hand 
p ress and the workman, by p ulling a 
lever, forms the hole of the p ip e bowl. 
The molded p ip e, still soft and p liable, 
then p asses to the hands of the trim­ 
mer girls, who scrap s off the sup erfiu­ 
ous clay, making the joints of the 
matrix. 
Then the p ip es are p laced in 
a fire-p roof clay sagger, and the load­ 
ed saggers are p laced in a large 
furnace. This furnace has eight fiues 
at the bottom, and the six sheets of 
fiauie at the bottom concentrate at the 
top , thus making the heat even 
throughout. 
Until the p ip es go into 
the furnace they are blue in color, 
but when they come out are p ure 
white.”

On Wednesday the p rice of sugar 
took a tumble as p redicted and 18 
p ounds of the best grades are now 
sold for a dollar. 
Ap ril 1st will be 
called the day of free sugar, but only 
the raw material is now admitted 
free. The p rep aration for the fall in 
the p rice of sugnr, says the Minne­ 
ap olis Tribune, has been one of the 
p rincip al events in 
the wholesale 
grocery and confectionery houses, as 
well as among the larger retailers. 
By an order of the treasury dep art­ 
ment the raw sugar was admitted to ! 
the refineries under bonds during the ■ 
month of March. 
This sugar was re­ 
fined and ship p ed in cars under bonds 
all over the country. 
For a week or ; 
more the various railroad yards id all 1 
the large cities of the country have 
been filling up with cars loaded with 
sugar ready to be released by the 
custom house officers to-day. Yester­ 
day the duty on a car load of sugar 
was in the neighborhood of $700. To­ 
day the cost of securing this same 
sugar from the customs officers is 20 
cents—the cost of making out the 
p ap ers.

their lands w ithin five years or be­ 
come citizens of the U nited States. 
In case they fail to do either their 
lands will be sold, and after paym ent 
of costs the proceeds will be deposited 
in the state treasury subject to the 
order of the alien owners. 
T he large 
am ount of land this righteous law will 
be astonishing to those who have not 
given the m atter m uch attention. One 
man alone. L ord Scully, owns about 
64,000 acres of land in Kansas. 


Masked Murderers. 


T he quiet and orderly little town of 
Two H arbors has been lately schocked 
by a brutal and m urderous attack 
which was m ade upon one of its lead­ 
ing citizens, Mr. John K insella by a 
band of m asked m urderers. 
The last 
iasue of the Two H arbors Iro n Port, 
says th e D nluth T ribune, gives a full 
account of the terrible outrage which, 
to say the least, is a disgrace to the 
state of M innesota and a blot on 
civilization and hum anity. 
Not satis­ 
fied w ith th eir m urderous attack and 
brutal treatm ent of Mr. 
K insella, 
these m asked m urderers and M inne­ 
sota w hite caps w rote a letter to Mr. 
A. D eL acy W ood, editor of the Iron 
Port, threatening him w ith death 
should he dare to publish th e particu­ 
lars of th e ontrage. 


As To Clay Pipes. 


“It is popularly believed th at all 
clay pipes are either m ade in E urope 
or from clay brought from the other 
hem isphere, b at such is not the case, 
as a very large share of the clay pipes 
m ade in America are from clay found 
at and near W oodbridge, N. J. 
The 
clay comes by the carload and the first 
step tow ard prej*ariug it for m ould­ 
ing is to sufficiently dam pen it with 
w ater to m ake it pliable. 
This is done 
by placing it in a tank w here it soaks 
for about 24 hours. 
It is then ham ­ 
m ered with iron bars, thus ridding it 
of any lum ps or dry chunks. 
Then 
the m oulding begins, the workman 
taking a lum p of clay in each hand 
and by squeezing and rolling it m olds 
the pieces into a rough stem about 
three tim es as large as the finished 
pijie stem . having a rough ball at its 
end. 
These rolls, as they are called, 
are piled on wooden trays, 16 to each 
tray, after which they are dried either 
by the sun or by artificial means, ac­ 
cording to the weather. 
A fter having 
been dried, not 
to hardness, but 
sufficiently to dispose of all superfluous 
dam pness, the rolls are ready to have 
the stem drilled and the bowl formed. 
To drill the stem the workm an holds 
a sm all iron rod the size of the stem 
holds, and with his left hand pulls 
the clay roll over the rod instead of 
shoving the rod through the stem. 
To do this the workman is guided 
solely by the sense of touch in his 
finger tips, and th at sense is so ac­ 
t u a t e that the hole is invariably m ade 
correctly. 
T he ball at the end of the 
roll is turned up and the roll and rod 
are placed in an iron m atrix which 
presses the pliable clay into the de­ 
sired outside pattern. 
T he m atrix 
and its contents are placed in a hand 
press and the workman, by pulling a 
lever, form s the hole of the pipe bowl. 
T he m olded pipe, still soft and pliable, 
then passes to th e hands of the trim ­ 
m er girls, who scrape off the superflu­ 
ous clay, m aking the joints of the 
m atrix. 
T hen the pipes are placed in 
a fire-proof clay sagger, aud the load­ 
ed saggers are placed in a large 
furnace. 
This furnace has eight flues 
at the bottom, and the six sheets of 
flame at the bottom concentrate at the 
top, 
thus 
m aking 
the heat even 
throughout. 
U ntil the pipes go into 
the furnace they are blue in color, 
but when they come out are pure 
w hite.” 
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Not An April Joke. 
On Wednesday the pnce of sugar 
took a tumble as predicted and 18 
pounds of the beat grades are now 
sold for a dollar. 
April 1st will be 
called the day of free sugar, but only 
the raw material is now admitted 
free. The preparation for the fall in 
the price of sugar, says the Minne­ 
apolis Tribune, has been one of the 
principal events in 
the wholesale 
grocery and confectionery houses, as 
well as among the larger retailers. 
By an order of the treasury depart­ 
ment the raw sugar was admitted to 
the refineries under bonds during the 
month of March. This sugar was re­ 
fined and shipped in cars under bonds 
all over the country. 
For a week or 
more the various railroad yards in all j 
the large cities of the country have 
been filling up with cars loaded with 
sngar ready to be released by the 
custom house officers to-day. Yester­ 
day the duty on a car load of sugar 
was in the neighborhood of $700. To­ 
day the cost of securing this same 
sngar from the customs officers is 20 
cents—the cost of making out the 
papers.

never gets the job—perhaps the appli­ 
cant only wrote out of idle curiosity, 
perhaps he has applied to tv dozen 
other printers and twelve will Hurdy 
get “left,” perhaps the estimate will 
be used to “beat down" other print­ 
ers, and so on. Printers ought to have 
a regular scale of 56 cents an hour for 
giving estimates, no estim ate for lees 
than 25 cents. 
Indeed, we think that 
a goo*! many conscientious business 
men would beglad to comply with such 
a rule. We are sure that every print­ 
er will join in commending Messrs. 
Rowell & Co. for inaugurating this 
rule, which may yet extend naturally 
from their advertising agency to news­ 
paper publishers and printers.—Cor­ 
ona News Letter.

A S how er of M anna. 
The keeper of a pharmacy, in the 
city of Bagdad, in Asiatic Turkey, ha^ 
.sent to the sr ieiitific journal, La Na­ 
ture, a specimen of an edible substance 
which fell recently during a copious 
shower of rain iii the vicinity of .Har­ 
din and Diarbekir. in the same coun­ 
try, in August, 1890. The sender of 
tile substance stated that, on falling, 
it had plentifully sprinkled over a 
considerable area of country. 
The inhabitants came out and eager- 
eathered up the substance, and 
h it made ext client bread. The 
•manna” was floury, palatable, nu­ 
tritious and very indigestible. 
La Nature states that the sample of 
the “m anna’' which it received was in 
the form of small globules, about th*- 
'i/.e of millet seeds, and the mas*, yel­ 
lowish on the outside, was perfectly 
white within. 
The substance was given to skilled 
botanists to examine, and they pro­ 
nounced it to he a vegetable substance 
of 
the lichen family, scientifically 
known as Leeanora esculent.1!. 
This lichen is frequently found in 
the most arid mountains of the des 
ert of Tartary, where the soil is eal- 
c i reoil * and gyp-.-ous, and *rrow>Jon 
the ground amidst the pebbles, from 
which it is to be distinguished only 
with the closest scrutiny. 
Considerablequantities of lichen are 
found also in thedesert of Turkestan, 
and in other parts of Western As a. 
Parrot, the traveller brought home 
a quantity of this substance as long 
ago as 1 8 2 8. 
lr had fallen in a 'bow­ 
er rn Persia and was said to have cov­ 
ered the ground to a depth of several 
inches. Cattle ate it eagerly, and the 
inhabitants gathered it in quantities. 
It is regarded a* likely this lichen, 
abundant in tlie country where it fell, 
had been drawn up by a water spout, 
—not an unfrequcnt phenomenon there, 
—and after being carried by a vapor 
ous wind at a high altitude, had fallen 
to the earth again in a rain shower. 
Shower* of manna of the same sort 
have several times been mentioned in 
that part of tlie world, in the course 
of history.

In a new country the traveler must 
not be particular, much less exacting: 
above all, he must not expect refine­ 
ment among the inhabitants, whose 
w hole efforts barely suffice to sustain 
i the com bat against the elements. 
Still, I cannot refrain from not ing the 
impression of sadness and disgust pro­ 
duced by the sight of the towns and 
colonies of the pampa, and a glimpse 
of the life that the inhabitants lead. 
Verily tile majority live worse than 
brutes, 
for Ha y have not even the 
cleanly instincts of the beasts of the 
field. Their houses are less agreeable 
to the eye than an Esquimau s hut. 
The way they maltreat their animals 
is sickening to behold. Barely do you 
see the face of a man, woman, orcliild 
that does not wear a bestial and fero­ 
cious expression. 
In the villages there 
ire no clubs, no libraries, no churches. 
no priests, rarely even a school. Tin­ 
men and women work, eat. and sleep, 
I and their only distraction is the gross­ 
est bestiality, gambling and drinking 
in the pulperia, with occasionally a 
little knifing and revolver-filing. 
Dur­ 
ing my whole stay in the Argentine, 
and in all centres that I visited, I was 
struck by the utter absence of moral 
restraint, and by the hard materiality 
of the faces of tile people, from the 
highest down to the lowest—Harper's 
Magazine.

F arm yard Manure* 
A is evident th a t farm or anim al 
m anure m ust he th** principal depend­ 
ence for keeping up fertility of the soil. 
The use of commercial fertilizers and 
green crops, as aids, is often advan­ 
tageous, b u t they should not he relied 
upon exclusively. 
It is an item of 
considerable 
im portance to make, 
save, and apply all the m anure possi­ 
ble; but a t the sam e tim e it is also an 
item to do th** work as economically 
as possible. 
The soluble p a rts of the m anure are 
much the more valuable, and for this 
reason 
of m aterial as absorbents, so as to 
retain all of the liquid and readily 
soluble portions. 
F or the sam e rea­ 
son it is also im p o rtan t to se** th a t 
the m anure is properly protected from 
rain, as this causes a loss by leaching 
and evaporation, and if m anure is 
throw n into hills to ro t, it should be 
protected from leaching rains. 
A nother item in rotting before haul­ 
ing o u t is th a t during ferm entation 
manure 
i z i ^ P 
able care is taken in handling there 
will be loss of nitrogen. Some us** 
gypsum, spreading in layers as the 
m anure is throw n on, in order to as­ 
sist in retaining the nitrogen. 
Th** m ost effectual plan of prevent­ 
ing loss is to haul the m anure and 
scatter directly on the fields where it 
is needed, 
lf the ground is plowed 
there will be a very small Joss of plant 
food in any form. On steep hillsides 
where there is ii strong liability to 
wash, there m ay lie some loss; on 
land th a t is reasonably level then* 
will 
be little if any loss, the valuable 
p a rts 
being 
taken 
up 
and 
re­ 
tained 
by 
the 
soil. Of 
course 
well 
rotted 
m anure 
contains a 
larger per cent of soluble m atter, and 
will be of less benefit to the succeeding 
crop* than when applied fresh. 
It re­ 
quires time to thoroughly rot m anure 
whether iii piles in the yard, or in the 
field. There is m ore work and more 
risk of loss by piling and rotting b**- 


t o fit it for such plowing it is to be 
mad*) fertile to th a t depth or deeper 
Only fertile soil is to be deeply plow­ 
ed, and every fanner should know of 
w hat his soil consists, and its condi­ 
tion, before he puts a plow in it. 
If it 
is shallow and ill fertilized, the first 
business is to deepen it and fertilize it 
gradually until a t least eight inches ©f 
soil filled with plant food are avail­ 
able. 
Nothing else m ore tends to 
deeply fertilize a soil than plowing 
under clover, a u d it would pay any 
farm er well to turn under a growth of 
two feet of pea-vine clover, when in 
full bloom, nine or ten inches as a be­ 
ginning of the deep fertilization of his 
land.—N. Y. Times.

Tin* dairy business is a 
renovator, a restorer of wasted soil 
fertility, as well as an educator of 
man. To lion good dairyman means 
to broaden anil bes onio a better man 
and citizen.
